} firat speaker. Ho approved of the efforts to 
curtail the traflicin strong drinks by an 
honest and fair trial of the Dunkin Bill, He 
thought tho electors of ‘Prince Edward wore 
correct in the position whice they had assum- 
od in rejecting the License money. He con- 
sidered this practice was only selling tho 
right of trafficking in blood fora pecuniary 
consideration, and all Tomperance men should 
wash their bands of the blighting Rif In 
place of the prosent liconse system, Mr, Wi''s 
advocated a system of registration, by which | 
any man desirous of se'ling intoxicating | 
liquors should have the privilege of doing so 
hy tho simple act of ontering his name upon 
the public register. Then all such regisater- 
ed Liquor sollora should be jointly responsible 
for all the injuries resulting from such traffic 
to the drankard, his family and the public at 
large.

31.—Consols have declined 
one-half per cont) ‘There is) a panie in the 
Berlin Stock Exchange’,in consequence of 
Russia's ultimatum to Turkey. 

A despatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
| from Constantinople says it is officially 
stated there thatthe Turkish troops have 
catered Alexinatz after soveral days’ fight- 
ing. 

A Reuter telegeam from Belgrade says the 
consternation caused by the news of the fall 
of Djunis has been replaced by great activity 
anda strong reaction in favor of continuing 
the struggle. “Minister Ristics, in conversa- 
tion to-day, declared that J)junis was not 
Servia, and that the! Government were de- 
tormined to resist to the last, even though 
abandoned by all Europe. He attributed the 
fall of Djunis to the reinforcement of 20 bat- 
talions and 18 heavy siege guns received by 
tho Turks from Nicsic. -He said the) Turks 
had been further reinforced by Dervish 
Pasha’s army, which ‘arrived’ before Jaryor 
from the Montenegrin frontier.

Thursday, Oct. 26th, was an auspicious 
day for the flourishing little village of 
Bethany, as it was the occasion of laying 
the corner stove of the new Township Hall 
of Manvera with Orange houors, by the

New Route to China. 


TuroOrranr Discovery hy a Swepe, 


What was hitherto regarded asap im- 
| passable route from the West to the East, 
|focauso of frdzen’ soas and inhospitable | 
| lands, has beon demonstrated by the brave 

Swode, Professor Vondenskiold, to be one | 
| of the most feasible for commerce, says the 
| N.Y. Herald, Followin; a small stoamor

crosses tho Siberian region to the Arctic 
Ocean. ts head waters are distant from 
the sources of the Amoor River, which 
empties into the Gulf of Tartary and the 
Japan Sea, y about one hundred and 
y miles, Indeed, it is much less if we 
measure the distance from source to source, 
Practically, therefore, a direct route has 
been discovered between China and Europe, 
which is at all times navigable for light 
draught steamers, and many thousands of 
miles shorter than any now followed. 


The advantages to commerce that will 
arise from this discovery by Professor Ver- 
denskiold are 80 great that we must look 
forward to a complete change in the cur- 
rents of the China and Japan trades, Rus- 
sia, through whose territory the new route 
chiefly lies, will reap enormous benefits 
therefrom, and will speedily commence to 
realize them. At present much of the tea 
trade between Russia and China passes 
overland along the caravan routes, but now 
rapid transit by fast steamors will take the 
place of the slow and uncertain means of 
communication hitherto employed. Viewed 
from a political standpoint it willbe dif- 
ficult to estimate the importance of this new 
route, A Russo-Ohinese alliance may turn 
the scale of empire in Asia, and end in the 
tinal expulsion of the British from India. 
Without doubt the new line will be that of 
An intercontinental telegraph line from the 
Chinese capital to St. Petersburg, and 
thus, by means of steam and electricity, the 
Russian domain may embrace the entire 
Asiatic continent. The recent loss of the 
whailing fleet in the ice fields north of 
Behring Straits lends importance to the ex- 
tension of geographical knowledge of the 
Arot: as. The warm currents around 
the mouth of the’ Yonisei’ probably mark 
the most important whailing grounds in 
that region, and reduce the dangers of 
ilavigations a3 well, 


Household Heonomies. 


BY MRS. Ay RKARPENSPERGER. 


One can make very pretty ruga out ofthe 
pest materials, if one only knows how. 
For instance, the coarse sacking that fur- 
niture is often packed in—a material that 
can be found lying around loose in almost 
everybody's house, or can be bought for a 
trifle—when cut in the proper shape for a 
rug, the sides and ends fringed out for 
about three inches, and worked with Ger- 
mantown wool of any desired color, 
makes & vary pretty rug for any roon. A 
monogram can be put in the centre,.and a 
vine or set figure fora border. It should

three or! four) threadd for every stitch. 
After tle embroidery is finished, the rug 
should be lined with another thickness of 
the same material. _These rugs are really 
very ornamental and very cheap, requiring 
only a little ingenuity and a few hours’ 
work. 

It is wonderful how much a room can 
be freshened up by the use of two or three 
yards..of paper cambric,.and the same 
quantity of cheap white tarlatan. If one 
wishesa room furnished with pink, for 
stance, a yard of pink cambric can be tack- 
ed up behind the washstand. It should be 
put up smooth, not gathered. Then take a 
yard anda half of the tarletan of the same 
width as the cambric. Gather the tarletan 
at a distance of two inches from each edge, 
and tack it up over the pink cambric. For 
the bureau make a square cushion of the 
cambric, any size desired, and haye a 
square of the tarletana few inches lar- 
ger, to pin over the top of~the cushion: 
Make lambrequins for the windows of any 
tasteful style, by covering cambrie with 
tarletan. Finish the edge with a tarletan 
plaiting. This will cost very little, but the 
room will be pleasant and inviting all sum- 
mer for the outlay. Then if cne desires to 
be yery stylish in one’s best chamber, it is 
only necessary to take a dry-goods box of 
asize suitable for a dressing table. To 
combine the useful with the ornamental a 
shelf or two can be nailed into the box after 
it is in position, and they will be found ex- 
tremely convenient, Around the sides and 
front of this box tack a curtain of white 
bleached cotton reaching to the floor. This 
should be quite full. For the top of the 
‘le there should be a cover of pink cam- 
bric and tarletan, with a tarletan plaiting 
around the ed Hang a mirror over the 
table atthe requisite height. Make two 
curtains of cambric covered with tarletan 
and finished at the edge with tarletan 
plaiting. They must be six inches longer 
than from the top of the mirror to the 
floor. ‘Take a picce of a hoop from a flour 
barrel—aay half the ocr; or a semicircle 

and tack the upper ends of the curtain 
mai pr consealingtWe"taslaltwithia plaiting 
oftarlotan. Then tack the ends of the 
hoop on the sides of the mirror just _at-the 
top. Drape one curtain cach side of the 
table, and-you have apiece of ‘furniture 
that willnot cost you two dollara/—provided. 
1 haye tho mirror alveady —whilo it will 
ivo a greater air of ¢ ance to your room 
than many a twenty dollar article could do,

Spurgeon on Preachers. 


A IONDON PR: 
PREACHE 


ZR HAD TO SAY OF 
b PEOPLE 


WHAT 


The London Telegraph of the Lith instant 
says: Mr, Spurgeon took part yesterday in 
the proceedings in connection with the laying 
of the foundation stone of a new hallin George 
street, Camberwell, in which Ned Wright 
proposes for the future to carry on the mission 
service, for which his present wooden and iron 
stracture has become inadequate, There war 
a very crowded attendance, and Mr. Wright 
seomned to, haye many 4ympathizers, hy one of 
the most liberal of whom, Mr, R. A, 
the stone was Iaid. “1 came here to-day, &: 
Mr. Spurgeon, to help a neighbor. The time 
was when nobody would go-ingide any place 
of wordhip unless he agreed with all that was 
said and Abad there ; but we hive now comé 
to rejoice in diversity of operations whore’ wo 
can pec that they are directed to the service 
of the same Lord. Tbalieve there is not half 
agimuch ground for the anxiety’ people feol 
when thoy look at‘the various denominations 
in the Church as they suppose. I have known 
one place ina town as dead as death could 
be, and unothiér place was pan, and then 
both Were filled (Hear, hear.) ‘For ty 
part, if Ned Wright or imybody olso can ron 
away with my congregation—(a aah) ther 
are uncommonly welcome ; for I always thin 
that if there is. a now coach put on the road 
thie oll coach should b6 horsed better, so as 
to-keop custémers. (Great applause.) What 
wo want to do is by somo means \to got

There was soon a very grand 
smash but then the beautiful trea air 
streamed inj) I paid the bill. afterwards like 
ah honest man ; but it-was much hetter to 
do that than bear the cruelty of preaching in 
such’ an atmosphere or forcing pedple ‘to 
listen when they were moro( disposed. to 
sleep. There isa common complaint that 
the preacher can neither be understood nor 
heard, and there is some truth “im ith) Dowish 
some preachers who mumble ata very great 
rate would get a new set of tecth. (If men 
have anything worth being heard they should 
speak out, Thave heard of lérgymen in Aus- 
tralia and Africa—I do not say iti England 
(a Javgh)--of whom itis said. that when you 
hear them, once you hear ag much of them as 
you want to hear, (Langhter.) Preachers use 
various kinds of English—one with many syl- 
labled words, the other the Saxon their moth- 
ors talked, and which they themselves began 
to use when they prattled as children. I heard 
a story once of a number of sailors who were 
playing cards up aloft, and hada ight for the 
purpose. The captain sent a:midshipman to 
tell them to pnt it out, and the midshipman 
told them to ‘‘extingyish that luminary.” But 
the sailors did not understand him. Then the 
captain called out, ‘* Douse that glim'’—and 
out went the candle. (Great Jaughter.) I be- 
lieve “‘highfalutin" is too much used in the 
pulpit ;-we preachers should speak so that peo- 
ple could not misunderstand us, even if they 
tried to do so, Some men occasionally stay 
away from communion because their wives have 
a large family{a laugh), and these poor women 
cannot leavé the children.” I should like to 
whisper in the ears of some Christian youn, 
women that they might. go and take jcare o! 
their children for a Sunday and let the moth- 
er get ont. (Applanse.) As for the husbands, 
Idon’t think they always take their fair turn 
with their wiyes, for 1 see some Christian men 
out ou Sunday whose wives never get out for. 
a mouth together. I,think, too, that people 
haye # good deal to do with the filling of the 
churches and that. they might: bring sfriends 
when they could, and certainly when they 
found it necesaary to say the good man 
preaching had his wits a Wool-gathering, they 
ought only ‘to kay it outan the country, when 
therg was ng one within amie or so of them.

House of Commons during the last sossion 
of Parliament, that the funds of the Do- 
minion were used for the purpose of pay- 
ing the shareholders of the Ontario Bank 
for the support given to “the party” at the 
late election by the Hon. John Simpson, 
their President, It was then shown that 
that Bank had more of the people's money 
in its vaults not bearing interest, upon 
which to speculate, than any other Bank 
in the Dominion, and in fact nearly as 
much as all the other Banks put together.

The New Hlevator Company. 


Sre,—The now enterprise is now before the 
Council ; we hope their deliberations will re- 
sult favorably to the Company. In fact, if 
the Council look at the matter in a business- 
like manner, and if dollars and cents and the 
interests of the people are to be considered, 
they should waive their right to the Com” 
pany, and allow the town to add to its front 
at least one respectable building, Financially 
the revenue to the town will be increased. 
The matter stands thus: the land belongs to 
the Government, and the Town has the first 
right to purchase, for $1,500, It brings in a 
rental of $200 per annum, which in ten years 
would be $2,000. By giving the right to the 
Company to negotiate with the Government 
direct, the Company guarantees to build an 
Elevator costing $15,000, which with other 
improvements will take up a capital of $30,- 
000, The taxes on the property alone will be 
over $4,000 in ten years, showing a gain to the 
town of $2,000, besides adding to the appear- 
ance of our front, and the many advantages 
that are derived from the investment of capi- 
tal, and encouragement to shipping. 
A petition asking the Council to waive the 
Town's rights has been numerously signed by 
most of the leading business men in town, and 
we hope to see very soon another monument 
erected to add to the good name of our flour- 
ishing town.

with Masonic honors” is so utterly absurd 
that it could only have originated in the 
mind of a countryman of Sir Boyle Roche, 
who is celebrated as the author of more 
bulls” than any other person of whom 
wo have any record, It is also evi- 
dence of the lack of knowledge of this 
would-be critic, that he has read the report 
of the demonstration to so little purpose as 
not to have learned that the Hall in ques- 
tion was not an Orange Hall, but a Town- 
ship Hall, and that the corner stone was 
laid with Orange honors and not ‘‘Masonic”’ 
honors ; awhich fact was commented on by 
the Grand Master, who remarked that the 
occasion was the first of the kind on which 
an Orange Grand Master had been called 
upon to officiate. The critic must have 
‘been dull indeed, not to have noted the 
facts when preparing his wits for his 
_ onslaught on Mr, Bowell. He also forgot, 
or, what is more likely, did not know, that 
the township of Manvers is nof in the 
county of Northumberland, but in the 
county of Durham. Here are evidences 
enough of the unfitness of the Globe's 
writer for his task to forbid the expecta- 
tion of anything like intelligent criticism 
at his hands ; and the context shows that 
such a deduction is perfectly accurate ;

Globe values the contributions of his ama- 
nuenses for their political bitterness rather 
than for the accuracy and research dis.

Thus the assertion 
that “the assent to the Bills was refused 
or withheld” on the advice of Sir John A. 

Macdonald is a deliberate falsification of 
the record, by which an unworthy purpose 
is attempted to be gained. Well, what 
followed? Did Mr. Mowat, as he had the 
power and constitutional riglit, advise His 
Honor the Governor, to sanction the Bills 
incorporating the Orange Society? Not at 

all. He allowed them to die, while he ad- 

vised the Governor to give the Royal 

assent to Bills affecting the Sisters of St. 

Joseph nnd Christian Brothers, passed 

during the same session ; and upon every 

occasion since he has voted against the 

Orange Bills whenever introduced. Yet 

the Globe, with a shamelesaness which few 

other journals could equal, asserts that 

“the Premier of Ontario, the leader of the

Escape of the Notorious Diamond 
Robber, Marechal, 


Me GETS OFF

The Montreal Star of the 8th gives the fol- 
lowing particulars of the escape of the noto- 
rious burglar Marechal; He had been re- 
manded a few days ago, awaiting further de- 
velopements, and at the request of Detective 
Murphy and others, the prisoner had been 
permitted to remain in confinement in one of 
the cells of the Central Police Station, 
reason why the police officers asked to have 
him remanded to the above station was this: 
Marechal was rather communicative, and of- 
ten gave 
which could not have been obtained had he 
been remanded to jail. This explains why 
he was inthe Central station, The modus 
operandi of his escape is as follows: The 
prisoner had been cantined in the first cell on 
the right as one goes in, and a comfortable 
bed made on the wooden platform to be found 
in all police station cells, He had been well 
supplied with blankets, &ec., so that on this 
score he could not complain. But liberty is 
what Marechal was thinking about; he want- 
ed to be as free as the air, so he brought his 
wits to work, and soon discovered that the 
floor of hin cell had evidently been repaired 
formerly, several of the boarts being ut 12 
to 18 in. long, showing that a patch had been 
ut in thetloor to bloc! Bp some hole or other, 
‘hese few short pieces of board he managed 
to remove during the night, leaving a hole 
leading to the cellar. Right under the aper- 
ture thus made by the prisoner was piled 
several rows of firewood for the uso of the 
station. Removing just enongh wood to per- 
mit his body to pass through, lie put part of 
it in his bed, imitating to perfection the form 
ofan enjoying sweet repose, covered the 
hard wood skeleton with blankets, and plac- 
ing a piece of black cloth over a maple knot 
which was intended to represent his head. 
Having practiced this little bit of. deception, 
he took a sorrowful and parting glance at his 
cell, no doubt grieved at having to depart 
without bidding his late guardians farewell ; 
but time wilta for no man, and much less for 
persons in his Pune position. Having re- 
moved the wood, as above stated, he descend- 
ed into the cellar, where his best friend,dark- 
ness, covered him with its wings and enabled 
him to conceal his flight into the air of free 
dom. Before this occurred, however, he had 
to group his way to the west side of the cel- 
lar, some 100 fect from his cell. At this 
place a trap-door prens into the station-house 
yard, which Marechal easily opened ; nothing 
remained then but to get over a stoue wal 
and he found himself in the square. The of- 
ficers in the station stand aghast at the ex- 
traordinary escape of this notorious and dan- 
gerous burglar, 

Ina later edition the Sar says :—To get 
through the floor, he sawed, or rather hacked, 
two boards completely through. This must 
have taken some time, as his only instrument 
was a small table knife, the handle and blade 
of which he broke in propping up the boards, 
After this was done, there was no less than 
six rows of heavy wood to pierce through be- 
fore reaching the cellar, It has been shown 
that a portion of the logs of wood thus re- 
moved were piled about two feet high under 
the trap-door leading into the yard to atford 
more purchase in lifting the door. It is more 
than possible that a man of Marechal’s calibre 
could easily do all this alone, bat, as it would 
take some time, he would have had to all ap- 
pearances, to push the wood ont, causing it 
to fall,thus running the risk of awakening the 
risk of awakening the family living in the 
apartments adjuining by the noise ; it seems 
very likely that he received assistance from 
his friends outside, 

The detectives are out in all directions, but 
feeble hopes are entertained of the wily vil- 
lain’s re-arrest. It is sairl that Marechal got 
several suits, of clothes made by Mr. Malo, 
tailor, giving his name as Arthur Roy. ¢

Orchard Grass. | 


This grass, the dactylus glomerata of the 
| botanists, has been growing inv favor for\| 
many years among farmers and dairymen. | 
A writer in the Utica Herald says :— 


Of all the grasses that have been fairly | 
tested, orchard grass, no doubt, is the best. } 
But it requires the cireumstances peculiar 
to it to make it this. And the principal re- 
quirément is a rich soil, this is indispensa- 
ble. You can grow timothy on moderately | 
rich land, and quite well if the land is a 
olay loam ; 80 you can red-top and many 
other grasses. But to attempt todo this 
with orchard is simply to fail as not a 
few know to the rsorrow. There must be 
a rich soil, and if deeply rich all the better. 
The plant wants something to luxuriate in, | 
that isits nature, It will then repay the 
outlay, and with greater profit than can be | 
obtaine.l perhaps through any of the other 
grasses. 

Before proceeding to give the advantages 
in detail I will state the second peculiarity 
of this grass; [tis the necessity-of close 
SoWing ; this results from its great force 
of growth, and makes it appear in stools or 
tufts, and scattered produces an uneven | 
surface, It will do this even with another 
grass or clover between. The point is» ta 
join these tufts, and this can be done by, 
cloge, even sowing, This accomplished on 
an oveu, mellow, seed-bed, requiring about 
three bushels per acre,there will be an im- 

mediate growth not tardy, as with the 
other grasses, taking the whole summer to 
grow the crop put out in the spring, but ra- 
pidly advancing and growing, instead of one 
crop,two good cuttings, with a good growth 
of aftermath, followed the-next-year by two 
additional crops,three to four in all during 
the season. And the crops are aftermath, 
composed of the long leayesof the plant, 
easily cured and aathoted: And it is neces- 
sary to gather it inthis way, for if permit- 
ted to grow up and mature, the stock will 
be hard. and unlit for feed—worse than 
ripe cloyer or timothy hay. The growth 
of this grass with a proper soil, is sbout an 

inch a day. This growth continues what- 
eyer the weather may be, whether rainy or 
a drouth; but its many fine, long roots pen- 
etrate deep, and the thick growth, tuft 
against tuft, isa guard against the fierce 

rays of the sun. The growth is not only 

fast, but early, not surpassed if equalled 

by any other forage .plant, providing the 

winter has riot beew too severe ; for this 
plant, though it grows late also, keeps up a 
bright green till quite into winter, needs 
rotection from the severe cold winds. I 

have observed this to be invariably the case, 
marking it in the same field, and in differ- 
ent fields and in all'seasons. Snow is a per- 
fect protection if it remain during the 
winter. In such case | have known this 
grass to remain green during the winter, 

when there was little or no frost in the 
ground, and in the spring shoot up at once 
as if by magic, seeming to thrive under un- 
favorable weather. But there is this also, 

in its favor another peculiarity that, though” 
it seems to be destroyed, there is still left 
sufficient vitality to bring it forward and 
make it still the equal of most of the grass- 

es at tho start, and soon after outstrip them 
all. The hurt is with the tuft above ground; 

the rest of the plant is all safe, and I have 
not known a case where the frost has lifted 
it from its place, which is a great point 

gained in this heaving climate chou It is 
thus proof against frost and drought—two 

advantages that I need not say are of the 
first importance, 


T have thus far spoken of this plant as 
furnishing hay. [t is equally good, or 
better, for grass. This is owing to its rapid 
growth, keoping the field constantly green 
with a fresh succulent growth, which in a 
drouth is so desirable and so unusual. The 


| by grazing, giving a wator-grass appearance; 
in this respect it is surpassed by June grass 
and other finer and less rapid growing sorts 
which have time to take tho color of the 
sun. Left however, to xrow, nothing can 
be finer than the long, bending lances of 
| this grass, having a dark, shiny hue, the 
| leaves are often over two foot in length 
and itis this which makes a winter food 
) that is perhaps unsurpassed in nutrition, 
| ranking among the best, and is highly 
relished by stock, giving also a tine flavor 
to the dairy products ; hence an excellent 
food for miloh cows late in the fall and | 
early winter, as well as at the commence- 
|ment of the butter season carly in the 
| spring. When with all this its productiyo- | 

ness is considered, it will bo clear what a | 
dairy this is, not only for New York, but | 
its range I believe oxtends over the whole | 
country. Tho farmers of the old dairy ro- 
gions 4 improved their land by jraz 
| ing, are, with alittle pains enriching their 
| land, in a condition Lo grow this yrass, and 

secure fields of perennial growth and rich 
| ness.

Mode of Blection. 


The present mode of choosing a Chief 
Magistrate of the United States, is rather 
complicated. 

Each state is entitled to as many clectors 
for President and Vice-President as it has 
Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
In each State the electors are chosen by a 
plurality vote. That is, if there aro three 
sots of electors voted for, the eet with the | 
highest number of votes is chosen. But a 
candidate for President, in order to be suc- | 
cessful, must have the majority of all the | 
electors. If there be three candidates for 
President, and none of them receive a 
majority of the electoral college, there is no 
choice, and the election then goes to the 
House of Representatives. The House must 
confine their choice to the three highest 
candidates voted for by the electors. The 
Representatives vote by states, and each 
state has but one vote ; so that the power 
of Delaware is as groat as that of New York. 
A candidate,to bo successful,muast receive a 
majority of all the states. If the delegation 
is divided, the vote of the state cannot be 
cast, and therefore is lost.

RURAL POLIUE. 


The fearful increaso of crime in the ru- 
ral districts of this Province, as evidenced 
fat the Assizos recently held here and at 
other places in Ontario, gives peculiar 
force to the arguments which we, in com- 
mon with other journalists, have from time 
to time urged in relation to the establish- 
ment of a police forve to serve in the coun- 
try municipalities. The following, con- 
tributed to the Hamilton Spectator, is very 
much to the point >— 


“We haye long been under the impression 
of tho need in our souney. districts of a bettor 
m of protection to life and property, and 

a closer surveillance to check public moral 
nuisances.. indeed, hitherto, the common 
ily breakers of peace and geod manners have 
had almost the fullest liberty in the country ; 
not so in ourcities. Of course there can be 
no good reasons why our County Councils 
should continue to exercise a false economy 
in this respect, nor do we think they have 
any desire to do so, if only first our Logisla- 
ture would enact a system, wise and efficient. 
‘The system adopted in Ireland many years 


tho Irish Constabulary—has long been 
under our notice, and wo believe that the 
time has fully come when «similar system 
should bo instituted for the rural parts, amall- 
er towns and vi of this Province. Too 
numerous are the daily (Sunday included) oo- 
currences of drunkenness, bad daokuaee, bra: 
ling, fighting, furious driving and other dis- 
al and offensive exhibitions on the pub- 

jc roads leading into Hamilton, and we are 
~ constrained to hope for better and more effis 
cient police regulations than we have at pre- 
sent. Itisasad fact that the populous city 


has, as it were, changed plades with the coun- 


i nd good order cach 
Bere ny vaccine neat thin liye Tas 
offenders, we are bound to say, are adventur+ 
ors from the city, where they cannot misbe- 
havo with impunity.” 
The above, whilst relating to the circum- 
stances of a particular municipality, is ap- 
plicable in all its essentials’ to ab least nine 
out of every ten townships in the Province, 
Under tho existing system there is little or 
no protection to life or property outside 
“the cities, towns, and a few of the larger 
villages. Horses are stolen, gardens and 

orchards are pillaged, riotous disturban- 

ces are created, assaults are committed, 

and even murders are done, with a degree 

of impunity which is a disgrace to the 

country, The result of this inefticiont en- 

forcement of the law has been to breed 

contempt for its provisions, and to en- 

courage those who are at all riotously in- 

clined to indulge their propensities to such 

an extent that many most lamentable 

events occur. Take the recent fall assizes 
of the County of Hastings as an example. 

There were seven criminal cases for trial, 

all of which were from the country, and 
amongst them were comprised almost all 
degrees of crimes of violence, from wilful 
murder down to common assault. We do 
not wish to be understood as asserting that 
none of those crimes would have been com- 

mitted had there been an efficient ruray 
police ; but it is sufficient to say that in 

such case somo—we think a majority—of 

these lamentable ocourrences would have 

been prevented.” Going a little further 

for illustration, we ask is it not reasonable 

to believe tliat hail such aforce as the 

Trish Constabulary or the English County 

Police existed in this county, would they 

not have years ago arrested the murderer 

of John Winter in Tyendinaga and another 

ruffian in the same township who fled the 

country after murdering a uian? That the 

career of such scoundrels as the notorious 

Kennedy wouldlongaince haye been stop- 

ped? That such outrages as the Spry 

“charivari’? would’ be rendered impossible | 

That travellers would no longer be at the 
mercy of the “‘cordwood gang?” That 

Saturday night drinking in taverns and its | 
resultant rows would be either ended or re- 

duced to very small proportions? That 
Sunday shooting and Sabbath breaking 
generally would be repressed ; that sheep- 
worying dogs would he destroyed, and 
that law and order would be vindicated, 
crime reduced to a minimum, and peace 

secured to the country } 


If it be admitted that such would be the 
results of the appointment of « properly or- 
ganized police .force, and there are, we 
should imagine, but few people who will 
not agree with us that such would be the 
case, then the only questions remaining for 
discussion are whether tho people are wil- 
ling to tax themselves in order to procure 
police protection of the nature we haye in- 
dicated ; whether it would not be better to 
have the force a provincial rather than a 
municipal one; and finally, whether the | 
Trish constabulary or tho English and Scotch | 
County Police would form the best model | 
for a rural police for Canada. 

Our conviction is that the weight of ar- 
gumont will be largely on the side of mak- 
ing the proposed force a Provincial one, on | 
the model of the County Police, a lovy be- | 
ing made, if necessary, on each municipality 
for its maintenance. The Irish Constabu-

and empdwered him to employ counsel, In 
December petitions, unanimously passed | 
by the Council, and signod by nearly five- 
sixths of the ratepayers, were presented to 
the Logislature of Ontario, asking them to 
legalize the By-law. In accordance with 
the prayer of tho petitions, the By-law 
(No, 833) was legalized, and the following 
clause attached to the Act, which became 
law in February, 1876 ; 

“ Nothing in this Act contained shall affect 
the rights of the partics to any Perea 
now pending at law, or in equity to quas 
the sald By-law, to carry ou tho said proceed- 
ings for the purpose of renovering, and to re- 
cover their costs of such proceedings in the 


costs, as if this Act had not been passed ; 
Provided that it shall be competent fo any 
party to such proceedings, at any time, to pros 
cure taxation of such costs, and on payment 
thereof, before further costs after taxation are 
inetirred, such proceedings shall cease.” 
When the Bill was discussed, in commit- 
tee, the question of payment of costs of suit 
came up, and I, at once, agreed to. pay the 
taxed costs to date, but not having been a 
party to the suit, either as Plaintiff or De- 
fendant, I could not bind myself or be 
bound to such an, agreement, hence the 
clause referred to above was inserted to 
bind the parties. It will be seen that ithe 
action of the Company, in getting the By- 
law legalized, sayed the Town from any 
possibility of paying a bill of costs in case 
of an adverse decision in the Holden suit» 
and that by my course in Toronto,the Town 
was saved from any expense incurred , by 
Mr. Holden up to that date. On my re- 
turn to Belleville, T immediately endeavor- 
ed, through the Solicitor of the Company, 
to ascertain the amount of the costs in or- 
der to pay them. Mr. Falkiner informed 
me that-he had applied to Mr. Holden,who 
brought the action against the Town, and 
that he refused to accept a taxed bill, and 
further declined to recognize myself or the 
Company as parties to a settlement, for the 
reason given that he had not sued the Com- 
pany but the Town, and the Town must 
settle it. Mr. Falkiner then applied to 
Mr. L. H. Henderson, the Solicitor of the 
Defendants, to get the bill taxed. But he 
took no action. ‘The matter then came up 
in Council, and the reported proceedings 
caused the following letter to be written 
on March 2nd, 1876 :— 

L, H. Henderson, Esq, Solicitor of the Town 
of Belleville * ¥ 

Dear Str,—I am instructed by Messrs, 
Pardee & Lloyd to draw your attention to 
the report, in the public press of this town, 
of your remarks, as ‘Town Solicitor, in re- 


py to Mr, J. Hf. Hambly, in reference to the 
ill of costs, Holden vs. ‘Town. 

I think you must be wrongly reported, as 
L had the honor of being present at your in- 
terview with Mr. Lloyd, and I distinctly 
recollect my asking you for the bill of costs, 
However, this is not the question now. I 
wish to call your attention to clause No. 2 of 
the Act. respecting By-law No. 333, ed 
by the Corporation of the Town of Belleville, 
and enacted by the Ontario Parliament, under 
which you could, as Town Solicitor, have 
Mayed proceedings and have the costs taxed ; 
and upon such taxation Messrs, Pardee & 
Lloyd would at once pay.the same, should 
the Council so desire it. 

I think my clichta have every reason to 
feel annoyed at the course you thought prop- 
er to pursue, as thoy, not being parties to the 
proceedings, could not intervene and have the 
costs paid. By either an oversight or neglect 
(I trust the former) on your part, the mblic 
are led to believe that my clients wished to 
avoid paying a paltry bill of costs, after the 
andsome manner in which the Town of Belle- 
ville treated them, and which I am instructed 
to say Messrs. Pardee & Lloyd most fully ap-

The Carpet Destroyer. | 


| ‘Phe Anthremus scrophularw has appear- | 
ed among us. Itisa very common and des 
tructive European insect, but has not until 
recently been dotectod in the United Statos 
Its peculiar forte is tho eating of carpota, 
and hence the familiar name * carpet buy,” 
which it has won. It belongs tothe family | 
Dermostidw, which comprikos several of our | 
most Injarious doprédatorson animal sab- } 
atancos, and is entirely differont in‘ appear. | 
ance and in habits from the well known | 
carpet moth. It conceals itself boneath the | 
borders of carpots nailed to the floor, and | 
eats away those portions, Occasionally it } 
locates itself in the cracks of tho floor, fol- | 
lowing which it cuts across entire breadths 
of carpets; leaving ® line which seems to 
have been cut by tho scissors. It destroys 
new as well as old carpets, and, if allowed | 
to breed and multiply, may reduce us to 
bare floors soon. Professor J. A. Lintner, 
heso inter- | 
esting Anthromus scrophulariw as « amall 
ovate object, about one-tenth of an inch in 
length, thickly clothed with numerous short 
bristle-like hairs, and terminating in a pen 
cil of these, forming a tail. It is exceed- 
ingly active in its motions, and glides away | 
vory rapidly. Like the house fly, it disu 
pears in winter, and eats only during* the | 
summer months. He says : 

“T captured sevoral of the laryw and fod | 
them upon pieces of carpet in order to rear 
them. In September thoy had evidently 
matured, and had assumed their quiescent 
pupal state within the skin of tho larve, 
tirst rent by a split along the back for the 
escapo of the perfect insect. At this stage 
I was led by a study of its character to re- 
fer it, in all probability, to the genus An- 
thremus, Last week I had the great grati- 
fication of obtaining from the pupw the first 
example of the pertect insect, It wasa very | 
minuto beetle, approaimately ono-tenth of 
an inch in length, but beautifully marked 
in a prettily arranged conibination of red, | 
white and brown, I had, beyond doubt, 
correctly referred it to its proper genu: 
Tho detection of this insect adds to our fau- 
na another species of the dreaded genus of 
Anthremus, perhaps to equal in its destruc- 
tive agency the well known museum pest, 
the A. rrius (formerly known as A, mus- | 
«orum,) the obtrusive guest of all our col- 
lections of natural history, whose ravages 
it seems impossible fully to guard against, 
and so exceedingly dificult to contral,” 

So prevalent has this pest become in 
Schenectady, N. Y., that the carpets all 
over the city have had to be taken up and 
cleaned, In Utica it has caused serious 
alarm. Carpets are not, however, its only 
food, as it infests wearing apparel hanging 
in closets or laid away in drawers. Unlike 
moths, it is said to prey on cotton fabrics. 
—N. Y. Sun.

strong conton of tru friends that ho oscaped, 
In Montreal, the windows of the church in 
which he was proclaiming the truths of tho 
Gospel were broken, and many of the congre- 
gation narrowly escaped the missiles which 
were hurled through the windows into the 
Church, ‘The attempts made to muzzle Fa 
thor Chiniquy are, however, nothing new, 
History tolls us the facts about the persecu- 
tions during the centuries past, in Europe and 
elsowhere, The past is reproduced before our 
eyes in this enlightened age of progress, as 
witness Spain and every other country whore 
the Jesuits have a foothold, The following 
quotation from a portion of the Bishop of Mi- 
norea’s pastoral, will explain how intolerant 


to Protestants :— 
“We renow and reiterate our sentence of 
the highest order of excommunication against 
heretics of eyery sort, kind, and cease Hs 
against their pupils, or adopted children, 
against their fathers, mothers, preceptors,and 
all who wit at meat with them. We fully ex- 
communicate all who aid or look kindly on 
them ; we excommunicate the domestic ser-

The clergy of our dio- 
cese are commanded to read this on threo 
successive Sundays during divine service, aud 
take good care that all its injunctions shall be 
carried out to the letter.’”

Lorxpon, Nov, 9%—Sir Thoniag White was 
to-day installed as Lord Mayor of London, 
with the usual ceremonies. 

A grand. banquet was given by tho new 
Lord Mayor to-night at the Mansion House. 
Among tho distinguished persons present was 
Earl Beaconsfield. 

In response to the toast to her Bajeaty’e 
Ministers, Lord Beaconstield made an elabo- 
rate apecch, in which he explained the efforts 
the Government had made for the mainte- 
nance of peace during the past year. He said 
in these offortsjthe Government had been guid- 
ed by the principle of maintaining the inde. 
pendence and territorial integrity of the Ot- 
toman empire which were guaranteed by the 
‘Treaty of Paris. He upheld this principle as 
the best adopted to secure the peace of the 
world. He emphatically repudiated the doo- 
trine that the Treaty of Paris ought to be con 
sidered obsolete. He recapitulated the events 
of the past year and stated that the Govern 
ment had refused its assent to the Berlin mo- 
morandum, and also refused to give its sanc- 
tion to the proposals contained in the Souma- 
rakoff letter, because it felt that’ the occupa- 
tion of Terkish territory would be a violation 
of most solemn ‘treaties. The sending Of the 
fleet to Bosika Bay insured the tranquility of 
Constantinople, and. showed that: the inter- 
ests of England were not to be baffled with. 

He continued—"‘ Trying as events have been 
during the t year, the independence and 
integrity of; Rurkey have not been violated, 


and general peace has been upheld. So much 
for the great purposes which the Government 

roposed to itaell. Another leading object of 
The Government's policy has been to secure 


such improvement in the condition of the sub- 
jects of Turkey as would remove all cause for 
disturbances, whether produced by absolute 
suffering, or partly fostered by selfish agita- 
tors.” 
Reviewing the Goyernment?s efforts in this 
direction, Lord Beaconsfield spoke of bis hope+ 
fulness in the prospects of peace when Servia 
first showed signs of exhaustion and appealed 
to the good offices of England to procure an 
armistice, He testified to the cordiality and 
readiness with which Russia acceded to the 
roposal made by England on that oocasion. 
he hopes then existing were, however, frus- 
trated by an outburst of feeling in England, 
which persuaded not only the Servians 
but the friends of the Servians in other 
countries that England had suddeply de- 
termined to abandon her traditional pol- 
icy. With regard to the last proposal for 
an armistice, as Englaod had proposed a 
month as tho minimam of an armistice, and 
as Russia had herself proposed three months 
the English Government considered that the 
Porte had'complotely and eR Upely Met its 
roposal-by granting five months, and-there- 
toe withdrew from the negotiations when the 
Porte’s offer was refused, but was greatly grati- 
ged that an armistice had been at last obtain- 
ed. He considered the Russian ultimatum 
unnecessary. Immediately the armistice was 
agreed to, the English Government proposed 
a couference, He thought this confetence 
should not merely consist of ambasdadors jat 
Constaitinople, but should be participated in 
by statesmen who would be likely to have 
broader and less local views. 
Lord Beaconsfield concluded with the fol- 
lowing words :—‘‘I think I am correct in say- 
ing that allthe Powers have-now. agreed to 
attend the Conference, Tho Mary ois of Sal- 
isbury will doubtless do’ his best for the per- 
manent peace of Europe, which all statesmen 
are agreed can be best secured by adhering 
to oxisting treaties. He knowsthat the inde- 
pendence and integrity of of Turkey will van- 
ish unless the people are placed under a gov- 
ernment which studies their welfare. I am 
hopeful that in the present temper-of can) 
we shall be able to accomplish these results 
without those terrible appeals to war of which 
we have heardso much. We have nothing to 
gain by war, We coyet no cities nor pro’ 
cea. Our proudest’ boast is that the Br: 
Empire subsists as much upon sympathy as 
force. But ifa struggle should come it must 
be remembered that there is no country so 
prepared for war as England, because there is 
none whose resources are so great in a righte- 
ous cause, and I'trust England will never em- 
bark jn war except in#ucha cause, a cause 
which concerns fer liberty and her empire.

The British Arctic Expedition. 


publish little information beyond that which 

been received by cable. 
A correspondent of the London 
dard says:—" Both officers and 
speak in unmeasured praise of Captain Nares, 
He has in anxious times been on deck, with 
the exception of a few hours, night and day 
for thirty days, encouraging and assisting hin 
well tried crew. Upon arriving at Valentia 
Captain Nares, a aoe officers, left im- 
mediately by special train to meat the eve: 
ing express from Killarney en route to Lon- 
don. He takes with him many interesting 
relics of the expedition—photographs, charts, 
&c. A touching memorial has been erected 
by the officers and crew of the expedition 
over the graves of their deceased comrades, 
photographs of which have been taken and 
preserved. The absence of fresh meat for 
such a lengthened period has been much felt 
by all, and next to home the sight of mutton 
has been the long desired wish of their hearts 
An old whaler of great Arctic experience, 
who has been no less than twenty-five times 
to the Arotic circle,declares that no other ex- 
pedition has ever obtained such satisfactory 
results as the present, and its success has 
been much more then he anticipated. Ho 
says the Pole, of which they were within 400 
miless, is surrounded by ice the thicknes of 
which he actually gavo as 200 feet. Tho 
opinion of all connected with the expedition 
is that to reach the Pole or todo more than 
has beon done by the Alert and Discovery in 
simply impracticable. 


The same correspondent scnds the follawin, 
additional particulars :—Tho /Alert

Death of Hon. John Hillyard 
Cameron, 


The announcement of the death of the dis- 
tinguished gentleman whese name heads this 
article, which occurred at his residence§jin To- 
ronto, on the 14th inst., will be read with 
sorrow and regret throughout the whole Do 
minion—sorrow for the passing away of one 
of the most distinguished and most able of 
Canada's stateamen, and regret that he had 
not lived longer torender further service to the 
country which he so dearly loved, and by the 
people of which he was so highly appreciated: 
The Mail of the 15th contains a lengthy, 
eloquent and justly appreciative obituary 
notice of the honored dead, from which we 
extract the following particulars ;—'Tis but a 
fortnight since he took a prominent part in 
the settlement of the Northern Railway's 
business with the Government, and to two 
rapid journeys between Toronto and Ottawa 
without rest must be traced the immediate 
ailment which has rapidly culminated in 
death. It was while replying in his usual 
happy style toa toast given at the Ottawa 
Bar dinner to Mr, Justice Moss that he 
first felt that arrest of the action of the 
heart which eventually carried him off. 
Tn his sixtieth year, and in the full possession 
of his faculties to the last, with all the mem- 
bers of his family but his absent sons sorrow- 
ing at his bedside, he breathed his last short- 
ly before four o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Toth to take the advice of physicians, who 
well knew that he had not fully recovered 
from an attack of illness which confined him 
to the house in August last, he denied him- 
self the much re iuired rest, and kopt at work 
till his groat heart failed him. He has truly 
died in the harness, and many will find it im- 
possible awhile to believe that that strong 
frame is cold, and that the soft cheery wel- 
come which greeted the many comers has been 
stilled by the hand of “ Death, all-eloquent.” 

John Hillyard Cameron was born at Beau- 
caire, Languedoc, France, April 14, 1817,dur- 
ing the time that his father’s regiment formed 
part of the army of occupation. He was son 
of the late Angus Cameron, of the 79th (Cam- 
eron) Highlanders, who haying seen active 
service in the Peninsular war with the Iron 
Duke, came to Canada in 1825, where he re- 
sided until the time of his death. Deceased 
received his earlier education at Kilkenny 
College, but was only thirteen years of age 
when he entered Upper Canada College, for 
many years the sole collegiate institution in 
Western Canada, Here he carried off several 
prizes, and by his general proficiency gave 
promise of that marked success which he at- 
tained in the profeasional career of his choice. 

At anage much bolow that at which our 
‘oung men now commence the study of law, 
{r, Cameron entered the law office of the late 
Hon. John Henry Boulton, afterwards Chief 
Justice of Newfoundland, and subsequently 
studied under the present Chancellor Spragge. 
While yet a student he was called to bear 
arms; and during the troublous days of the 
Rebellion commanded a Militia Company on 
the Ningara frontier, an introduction to mili- 
tary service which he followed up by being 
among the first to don his uniform and go to 
the front when the Fenian invasion of 1866 
took mplace in the same district. In his 2lst 
year he was enrolled as an Attorney ahd called 
to the Bar, Forming a partnership with Mr, 
Sprague, he at once entered into a Jarge prac- 
tice. His great success at Nisi PFivs brought 
him into prominence among counsel who were 
weighty men in their profession, and he was 
not long reaching the front rank, which he 
held, without question, up to the closing days 
of his life. On the death of Hon. Robt. Bald- 
win he was elected Treasurer of the Law So- 
ciety, the highest honor which could be con- 
ferred vpon him by the Ontario Bar; and in 
that capacity he laboured with all his great 
and untiring cnergy to raise the standard of 
the profession he loved so well. He was ex- 
officio a Bencher of the Law Society. 

The eure career of the deceased dated 
far bac It was in the year 1846, when he 
was yet under thirty years of age,that he was 
invited to join the Draper Administration as 
Solicitor-Goneral for Upper Canada. He ac- 
copted the office, and soon after, on the rosig: 
nation of Mr. Rolland Macdonald, was clect- 
ed member for Cornwall by a large majority 
over Mr, Mattice, his opponent.» He declined 
the Attorney-Generalship in 1847 in favor of 
the late Hon. Henry Sherwood, and had the 
honor of being invited by Lord Elgin to a seat 
at the Council board—the Solicitor-General 
| in those days, and long after, not’ being a 
member of the Cabinet. At the General 
Election of 1848 Mr. Cameron was again 
elected for Cornwall, and soon after retired 
from office, the Government of Mr. Sherwood 
having suffered defeat in Parliament. Ho was

When the servants of a Government uiis- 
} conduct thomselves, and. prostitute. their 
| positions to the gratification of their pas- 
sions and the promotion of thoir interests, 
thé Ministers who appointed them should 
not be held responsible for their misdoods, 
so long as their attention is not called to 
the facta; but when an investigation has 
boon time and again demanded, and de- 
manded in vain, until self-interest renders 
necessary "some show of activity, which 
takos the form of a secret and partial in- 
| quisition, Ministers must be regarded as 
accessories possoased of a guilty knowledge 
of the outrages porpotrated,and showld have 
visited on thom that popular indig 
which finds itself unable to reach the crea- 
tures whom they shicld, Such a responsi- 
bility was incurred by Mr. Mowat and his 
colleaguos in the Agricultural Coilego case. 
Falsehood, bribery, and intimidation wore 
freely omployed to shield the officials who 
had made'that institution a by-word and a 
roproach, and a similar responsibility has 
been by them incurred in’ their dealings 
with the Central Prison, which they have 
wittingiy permitted to be converted into 
apandemomiam of drunke.ness,cruelty and 
disorder, For months the indepondent 
press has been crying out for an investi- 
gation into its affairs, and for sich punish- 
ment of the guilty as exposure and dismissal 
could, inflict, when further delay becamo 
dan, us to the Governmient themselves 
the had recourse to an untruthful article in 
the Globe, a secrét and partial inyestigation, 
and a general burking of the truth—all 
favorite expedients with those party leaders 
whosoactions wore to ‘bear the light ofday."’ 
Dotermined that the offenders should not be 
permitted to escape in this manner, the 7’ 
gram instituted an inquiry upon its own 
account, and elicited facts which require 
no émbellishment to arouse a feeli 
indignation against the servants who per- 
petrated and the masters: who pormitted 
such outrages in.an enlightened. country.

James Hickey, from 
Kingston, for shouting,was cruelly beaten, 
and put, manacled and bruised, into a 
loathsente;dungeon to pass'the night with 
no othercouch than a’ pile of potatoes ; 
Dillon and Carson, of Cobourg, the latter 
acripple, secreted themselves about the 
premises, and remained concealed for some 
days. When hunger compelled them to 
give themselves up,Stediman fell upon them 
with a heavy walking stick, inflicting on 
Dillon's head a terrible wound, which sub- 
sequently déveloped a dangerous Gise of 
erysipelas. One Lewis, a lunatic, amused 
himeelf a3 such poor creatures are wont to 
do,by yelling); Stedman beat him over the 
head with a ears key, and placed a wood- 
en gag in his mouth. When the unfortu- 
nate man was removed to the Asylum, the 
authorities there declared ‘their intention 
of reporting the casé to the Government, 
who of course must have “hushed ‘it’ up.”

AFTERNOON DISPATCHES. 


Lox pox, Noy. 20.—The steamships Britan- 
nic and Sidonia, from New York,and Pennsyl- 
win, from Philadelphia, have arrived. 
Contradictions are published this morning 
f the recent report of activity at Woolwich 
arsenal in connection with the Turkish com- 
plications. The increased demand for car- 
tridges is solely inconsequence of the adop- 
tion of the Martini Henry rifle in the Indian 
army. 
A despatch to the Times from Calcutta says 
threo large islands, namely, Hattish, Sundup, 
and Dakhia Shababazpool, and numerous 
smaller islands included in the Backergange, 
Nokoholly and Chittagong districts, were en- 
tirely submerged by the storm waye of Octo- 
ber 31st, as was also the mainland for 5 or 6 
miles inland. These islands are all situated 
in or near the estuary of the river Megna; tho 
largest Wakha in Shahabozepore, was 800 
equare miles in extent, and had a population 
of about 240,000. Hattish and Sundup toge- 
ther had about 100,000 population. Up toll 
o'clook on the night of the $lgt there were mo 
signs of danger, but beforo midnight a waye 
swept overthecountry to adepth inmanyplaces 
of 20 feet, surprising the people in their beds, 
Dense groves of cooognut and palm trees around 
the villages enabled many to sayo themselyas, 
by climbing among the branches, and somo 
took refuge on the roofs of their houses, but 
the water burst the houses asunder and swept 
them out to sea. Some were carried thus 
across the channel ten miles to Chittagory dis- 
trict, but vast majority woro never heard of 
again, The country is portectly flat, and al- 
moat every oné perished who fajled to reach 
thetroes. Thereis scarcely a household in 
tho Island andon the adjucent coast but lost 
many members, Cattle aro all drowned, tho 
boats are swept away, and means of communi+ 
cation with other districts is destroyed, There 
is much distress among the survivors, which 
the Government is relieving. 
The Government Gazeffe says wherever tho 
atorm wave passed it is believed not a third 
of the population survived. The Islands have 
barely one-fourth of their former population, 
The stench from the putrefying bodies is in- 
sufforable, and a gencral outbreak of cholora 
is hourly expected, 
The Time's correspondent says this fear in 
happily not yet realized,except in Nookholly, 
whore the disease has appeared, 
News from the famine which throatendd 
the districts of Madran is somewhat better. 
Rain has como ir time to do some good. In 
Bombay the prospects aro still gloomy. 
Actual famine in two or three districts seems 
probablo; and great distress in four or five

“T sond you the fourth and last test to 
bo mado at the Ridgo Greamory this season 
upon thé question of ‘comparative ric hness 
in cream of the night's and morning # milk, 
as oxprossed in your wookly of August 17 
Professor Willard, in his ‘ Practical Buttor 
Book,” dn’ page 63, first drow my attention 
to this subject, and 1 at once concluded to 
test thd old belief that the milk taken from 
tho cow after a night’s rest was the richest, 
or whether it was to be attributed to the 
ditference in intermission | df milking, as 
shown in. Prof. Willard’s work. Tho re- 
sults obtained Incline me to the conclusion 
| that the Profeasor iw correct, and if farmers 
| will milk their cows at rogular intorvals of 
}{velve hours, each mess of milk will show 
equal richness. During the long days of 
July, and whon farmers wore busy in the 
harvest field, the milk taken from the cow 
at might, that had been fally fifteon hours 
in accuinulating, require pounds more 
of milk to a pound of butter than the milk 
drawn from the cow in tho morning. In 
Augast, ad the days began to shorten, the 
farmer liaving leks demand upon his time 
in the harvest field, and ‘milking time’ be- 
coming more equally divided, the differonce 
4f produétion became greatly lessened, be- 
ing only .83 pounds in fayor of morning's 
milking.

In a private dairy 
this experiment could be conducted with 
moro accurate results than at a creamery, 
where we can.ot control nor have the means 
of ascertaining the precise time of the two 
milkings.

They would observe that during the 
half year they had earned £936,000, with re- 
duced rates on passengers and goods, both 
of a peculiar character. During the first 
three months they have got on very -satis- 
factorily. They had had a mild winter ; 
they had effected considerable economy in 
working the traftic,and made £68,000 profit 
in addition to that which was made in the 
corresponding half of last year. 3ut, un- 
fortunately, this miserable war of rates— 
which had done so much Harm to this and 
all other railway companies on the American 
Continent—sprung up last April, and for 
the succeeding three menths they had been 
subject to the competition which had been 
consequent on that war of rates. That had 
not so much affected their passenger as 
their goods traffic ; and strange to say, the 
competition which was so much complained 
of by the Great Western Coypany had not 
appeared to haye done the Grand ‘Trank

WHAT IS IT ? 

When preparing, in 1867, to go to the 
country, in opposition to the Government 
of Sir John A, Macdonald, the Grit party | 
met in solemn conclave in Toronto, and | 
formally adopted a ‘‘ platform” or policy, 
on which to appeal to the people for sup- 
port, One “plank” of that platform reads 


as follows: 
& Resolved, That coalitions of opposing pa- 
litical partics for ordinary administrative 
purposes inevitably result in the abandonment 
af principle by one or both pas to the 
compact, the lowering of public morality, 
Tavish expenditures, and wide-spread corrup- 
tion. * * * And that no Government | 
will be satisfactory to the people of Upper | 
Canada which is formed and maintained by a 
coalition of public men holding opposite poli- | 
tical opinions,” | 
On assuming office Mr, Mackenzie de- 
liberately violated this cardinal principle | 
of his party by taking into his Cabinet two 
gentlemen Conservatism and 
consequent hostility to Grit professions of 
principle was beyond a doubt, besides 
several other ‘‘ loose fish” who most cer- 
tainly were not Grits, they being suppor- 
ters of the admipistration of Sir John Mac- 
donald, which had just then relinquished 
office. On this the Conservative press 
held, and rightly, that the Premier had, 
in order to form a Government, deliberate- 
ly violated his professions in regard to coa- 
lition, The Globe stoutly defended its 
friends, boldly defying the record by as- 
sorting that the gentlemen in question were 
in full political accord with the Reform 
leaders, and consequently Reformers of 
undoubted’ integrity. Subsequently an- 
other life-long Conservative, who had been 
on account of his connection with unblush- 
ing corruption, denied: the farther confi- 
dence of his party, entered the Govern- 
ment, and still ‘no coalition " was the cry, 
as it is up to the present time. There is, 
however, an authority which determines 
the political standing of members, and that 
is tho ‘ Parliamentary Companion,” to 
the editor of which members of Parliament 
themselves annually state in writing their 
political opinions.
